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SOME SABBATH QUESTIONS. 
BY PROFESSOR MARTYN SUMMERBELL, 


[Norr.—These articles are prepared at the request of a 
brother in Christian Union, residing in Ohio, as a help in 
sustaining his faith in the Lord’s day or the Christian 
Sabbath.—M. 8.] 

Among Christians the first day of the week is set 
apart for rest and worship. As the Mohammedan 
visits his mogque on Friday, and the orthodox Jew at- 
tends synagogue on Saturday, so the Christian goes to 
church when the week begins with Sunday. Whilein 
almost every other particular the divergencies among 
the various sects are wide, in this the union of con- 
sent among the followers of Jesus is remarkable. 
Those who have chosen to honor the Lord manifest 
that honor conspicuously on the Lord’sday. Through- 
out the world it is expected that the Church doors, 
whether Protestant or Roman Catholic, Greck Church, 
Armenian or Coptic, will invite worshipers on the first 
day of the week. 

And yet to this almost universal custom there is ex- 
ception. A very earnest and doubtless a very sincere 
minority raises a protest against Sunday keeping as a 
noticeable departure from the faith, and a sinful viole- 
tion of Divine commandment: The friends who take 
this position insist that the Sabbath ordained of God 
is to be observed on the seventh day of the week, and 
then only; that the Sabbath of the Old Testament 
is the Sabbath of the New Testament; that the Lord 
and his apostles regarded the seventh day; that the 
Ohurch, in keeping the first instead of the seventh 
day, has yielded to heathenish influence, and that 
Christians have had no right or power to institute any 
other day for worship than that set by Moses and pub- 
lished in the fourth division of the Decalogue. So 
confident is this minority that it only is right and all 
the rest of the world wrong, that it pronounces pre- 
vailing Sabbath usage to be untenable on any reason- 
able grounds, and openly challenges the production of 
any scriptural authority to sustain it. 

The position of these excellent people requires ex- 
amination. If well taken it convicts the major part of 
Christendom of great laxity of usege, even if not of 
open and flagrant defiance of the Divine Will; while, 
contrariwise, it not well taken it is clearly betraying 
some brethren, doubtless well intentioned, into an at- 
titude of needless and frequently painful antagonism 
with those whom the faith teaches to cherish in love. 
What then is the right teaching on the Sunday ques- 
tion? Was the Sabbath of Moses established so un- 
alterably that no event of history, however vital to 
human destiny, is able to affect its regulation in the 
least degree? Does the New Testament enforce the 
continuance of the Jewish Sabbath, both in manner 
of observance and in precise identity of time? Are 
Christians, when they worship God on the first day of 
the week, in fisgrant error and to be condemned, or 
engaged in profitable service and to be commended? 

The answer to all these queries is not to be given off- 
hand, and by simple recitation of the fourth command- 
ment and allusion to the man who was stoned to death 
for gathering sticks on the Sabbath day. All are 
agreed as to the day of the weekly Sabbath under the 
old covenant, and as to the stringency of the laws af- 
fecting its keeping among the Jews. What is of pres- 
ent concern is whether or not this old covenant Sab- 
bath in the literalism of its Saturday limitation was 
transferred bodily from the old covenant to the new. 
If there is such a transfer doubtless the chapter and 
verse announcing it can be quoted. If on careful 
search no such authority appears it would seem advis- 
able for those who have been so active in accusing 
their brethren of error to employ language with greater 
reserve. And, moreover, if the weight of New Testa- 
ment teaching, taken in connection with social move- 
ments of the time, favors the employment of Sunday 
as the day of Christian worship it may bring to the 
front the other question of how far any person is justi- 
fied in the attempt to constrain fellow-Christians into 
the observance of any other day. Surely, if the New 
Testament is firm upon any single point, that point is 
the necessity of united action in all essential matters. 
In the mind of Paul, next to determined rejection of 
the Lord Jesus the chief sin is our unwarrantable 
division of sympathy and interest in the Church. It 
is a great responsibility for any religious teacher to 
assume when he preaches a doctrine, however sincerely 
he believes it, when its immediate effect is seen in 


creating divisions in the household and factions in the 
Church. The physician who finds his remedies poison- 
ing his patients, no matter how firmly he has trusted in 
their efficacy hitherto, will change them at once. The 
true Gospel does not poison, it makes alive. It does 
not separate brethren, it draws them irresistibly to- 
gether. And the influence of united worship in en- 
forcing the Gospel message in incalculable. Let any 
community join together to bring about a general ob- 
servance of the Lord’s day, and the Gospel has among 
them at once a new power both in converting sinners 
and elevating the standard of public morality. 

But whatever disturbs this united observance, be it 
social entertainments, out-of-door amusements, Sunday 
excursions, stay-at-home laziness, or confusion as to the 
Divine sanction of the day, in every case the practical 
result is a diversion and dissipation of spiritual power 
and a correspondiag loss in organized Christian work. 
The consciousness and conscience of Christendom 
seem to respond to the keeping, and to the hearty keep- 
isg of the Christian Sabbath. With the many it is 
felt more, perhaps, by intuition than by strictly logical 
process, that the Lord’s day is the right day for Ohris- 
tian worship, but even these are confident that the 
grounds for their conviction are good. 

Some.remarks upon the nature of these grounds, and 
upon the New Testament authority for the Lord’s day, 
will appear in subsequent communications.

CHRISTIAN UNION. 

In all the wide range of Christian thought and work 
there is no theme more important than that of Chris- 
tian union. It is the subject embraced in all the 
prayers of the intelligent and devout people of God. 
And that for the good reason that nothing interferes 
so much with the onward march of Christian civiliza- 
tion as that of diswnion among the professed followers 
of the Master. Only letthe hosts of the Most High 
be united in one great heart of sympathy, and the con- 
quest of the world will be predicted. When the pro- 
fessed Church becomes united, not in opinion—for this 
is an impossibility—but in the spirit of truth; when 
she brings her arms to bear, not upon herself, but upon 
a world of ignorance and sin; when the leading church- 
men are intent, not in selfishness and sectarian bigot- 
ry, but in the eublime spirit of love to God and love to 
mankind; in short, when the avowed Christian world 
has become Christianized in that the heart of ignor- 


crushed to atoms, we accept it as @ source of personal 
congratulation. It is, too, a spring of perpetual 
thankegiving to know that the book, though repre. 
senting a radically new line of thought, has “come to 
stay” with the theological literature of the world, 
And now that the work is selling in Europe as in 
America—in the orthodox as in the heterodox church 
—we shall abide in the hope that it shall add to the 
leaven which seeks to bring skepticism and popular 
theology upon a common plane of sense and reagon, 
In this connection allow us to express sincere thanks 
to the many brethren who have written words of com- 
mendation. This vision of our new book passing the 
severe scrutiny of the religious press only to indicate 
its future popularity, encoureges us in the belief that 
when our thoughts on Christian union are clearly 
comprehended, they will be seen to be more in keep. 
ing with the thoughts of common sense. If not, we 
may hope that some brother will be able to show, not 
by sarcasm nor personal insinuations, but by sound 
reason, wherein our views are defective. 

Secondly, as we have raised three questions which 
we shall seek to answer in three articles, we ask for a 
stay of judgment until the testimony is all in. When 
the Dutch justice had heard only the evidence of the 
plaintiff, he was quite ready to give his decision, but 
when the rebutting testimony was heard his mind was 
materially changed. Soifthose beloved brethren who 
are shocked at the paradox of our views, past and 
present, will first read what we have to write on this 
theme, they will then see more clearly the line of 
duty, and the line, too, which they will be allowed to 
follow without “let or hindrance.” We have no dis- 
position for the mastery, nor yet to follow in the line 
of popular thought. In this age which still clamors 
for “orthodoxy,” (?) and which more or less secks to 
whip men into the traces of a theology which was 
born of the ignorance, euperstition, and bigotry of the 
“Dark Ages,” it behooves men of broader charity to 
pray for the courage of their own honest convictions, 
and follow at the beckoning of the truth as Gcd may 
helpthemtoseeit. Weare tooold (sixty-four years) to 
look at Christianity in the light of speculation or of 
popular thought, but rather we desire to view it in the 
brightness of a glorious reality. It will not be long 
now until “‘we shall see as we are seen, and know as 
we are known.” Then the question will not be, “Did 
you think as other men thought, and do as other men 
did?” but rather, “Did you think with the spirit of a 


ance and selfishness has been removed and replaced by |/ree man, and act in harmony with your own sense of 


the Christian heart of universal sympathy and affeo- 
tion, then will infidelity hide itself for very shame, 
mental stupidity and the vicious spirit will be relega- 
ted to the dark ages of their desolate birth, and the 
heavenly host, with stately step, will march onward 
and upward to the inspiring music of the world’s grand 
jubilee of redemption. 

The infinite importance of Christian union being 
conceded by all thoughtful minds, men of intelligence 
and moderation are earnestly and prayerfully seeking 
an answer to the following questions; namely, “What 
is Christian union? How shall it be brought about? 
And what are the sighs of its coming?’ 

It has occurred to the writer that a carefully pre- 
pared paper on each of these questions is both need- 
ful and opportune. But before entering upon the dis- 
cussion of these questions which have perplexed the 
wisest men of the ages, it ia proper to observe: 

First, we are not unmindful of the fact that the 
views that we shall seek to maintain are not in keep- 
ing with the popular thought of the readers of the 
HERALD. The article which we prepared for the 
press some weeks since under the caption ‘“Denomina- 
tionalism vs. Sectarianism,” seemed only to excite the 
spirit of derision! And the paper which we prepared 
and read before the Miami (Ohio) Christian Oonfer- 
ence, at ite last session, on the theme of “Christian 
Union,” elicited a discussion that quite convinced us 
that our opinions on this subject are not approved by 
the majority of our Church brotherhood. But while 
we are sorry to present ourself as the mystery of all 
mysteries in “thoughts paradoxical,” yet we pray for 
grace by which we may think more highly of truth 
than that of popular praise.

Jesus said of the unbelieving Jews, if “ye die in 
your sins, whither I go ye can not come.”

He was not only denied the 
cooling water, but for him and all like him, all hope 
for the future was cut off. “And besides this, between 
us and you there is a great gulf fixed, so that they 
which would pass from hence to you can not; neither 
can they pass to us that would come from thence.”

They describe him as of superior appearance, yet in 
the form of man, and in dress something as men of olden 
times. His preaching was mostly out doors, and he 
sat down to speak. Many words so common now he 
omits altogether. [tis saidthat no one remembers hear- 
ing him speak such common wordsas religion, orthodox, 
pope, class leader, sacrament, christening, Adam’s fall, 
Immortal soul, etc. Can such an one be a Christian? 
Yet scores follow him, and hundreds would were they 
convinted that he is,as he professes to be, a super- 
natural being. You ask his name. It is published 
that one who heard him speak and stood before him, 
asked him his name, but he did not tell him. And 
some of his best friends disagree about his name, and 
as to who he is. All admit that he is an incomparable 
teacher, but one of the most remarkable things con- 
cerning him is, that many learned and pious men, and 
these some of them Christians and above reproach, 
while they are certain that he is honest, yet by no 
means believe all that he says.

QUADRENNIAL CONVENTION. 


' LEGRAND INSTITUTE. 


Jo the President and Executive Board A. C. C.: 

In my late visit to conferences in Iowa I had an 
opportunity to visit Le Grand and make a slight ex- 
amination of the affairs of the institute. The location 
is a good one for a school of the class to which it be- 
longs, and all persons whom I consulted, whether 
trustees or other citizens, agreed in assuring me that 
if it were running, students would readily come to fill 
the halls. The late efforts, largely of Judge Smith, 
have removed the mortgage from the property; and 
all the obligations, due or undue, or floating debt, 
against the institute, will now not aggregate $278 be- 
yond the cash in hand. Seventy-five dollars of this, it 
is believed, will be donated to the institute. All the 
claims, due and undue, of which I could find any 
trace, are covered by the sum of $425. Small sums of 
money are coming in from gifts and from the sale of 
the debris of the cyclone, and the material of the old 
building, which will not be used in finishing the new 
building. ; 

The old structure was sometimes so crowded with 
atudents that the managers of the institute planned and 
began the building of a new one, in front of the old 
one, of three stories, beside a magnificent basement. 
This new building is 100 feet long and 40 feet broad. 
I find its plan, in almost all respects, well adapted to 
the uses of a school such as is intended. But the 
brethren planned more expensively than their means 
in hand would justify, and were unable to complete 
their work, the corner stone of which was laid in 1878. 
In order to carry the building to the point which it 
reached, the debt was contracted which until lately 
endangered the possession of the property, and which 
has now been removed. 

Two years ago last June a cyclone swept over the 
village of Le Grand, passing in the air above the 
houses of the village, and inflicting no damage except 
to the buildings of the institute. The old building 
was so badly shaken that it is considered judicious to 
pull it mostly down. The roof of the new building 
was taken off wholly and thrown violently upside 
down in the front yard. A portion of the rear wall, 
that near the top, was also forced in; but the storm 
seemed unable to injure the other walis, which appear 
to be in a good condition, except as hereafter noted. 
This calamity caused a feeling of depression among 
the brethren, and as the property had been mortgaged, 
no important attempt was made to restore the roof, 
and the buildings have stood in their exposed condi- 
tion until the present time. The floors have received 
the rains and snows from above, and ali the water 
that has fallen has passed through the floors to the 
cellar or basement, and one foundation, that supports 
an iron column that stands in the chapel, has settled. 
This is the injury that I referred to above. It has 
caused the floor of the chapel to settle slightly in one 
part, and, of course, the corresponding portion of the 
floor above. It will be required, in my opinion, to 
raise this again by the use of screws. In reply to my 
inquiry, a mechanic said that the expense of making 
this restoration would not be more than $25. I think 
this to be a small estimate, unless labor is done 
gratuitously. Beside the foregoing, it is proper to 
note that the property is all the time, from storms, 
undergoing damage as to its window-frames, joists, 
studding, and especially the floors, though the latter 
are of hard pine. 

It is important that the roof should be put on 
again. The old building cost $4,000 and $1,000, mak- 
ing $5,000. Fifteen thousand dollars have been spent 
on the new building. Before the cyclone, when the 
institute was securing its loan of the bank, a sworn 
appraisement was made of the value of the property, 


by disinterested appraisers, for the bank. Their esti-|P 


mate was $17,000. In order to determine the value of 
the property now it may be a correct plan to deduct 
from this $17,000 the following sums: The cost of 


restoring the roof (the material of which is mostly on 
hand, including the building up of the portion of the 
rear wall which was blown down), $400; damage from 
weather (conjectured by mechanics), $1,000; sup- 
posed value of the old building, less what its mate- 
rials are now worth to the institute, either for use or 
sale, $2,600; total, $4,000. Deduct this $4,000 from 
the bank’s estimate of the value of the property before 
the cyclone, and we have an estimate of the value of 
the property at the present time at $13,000. I believe 
this covers its worth, and it may not be an extravagant 
estimate. It is a good property. The old building 
had been in long use, and had been damaged by light- 
ning; so that its value should not be rated at the sum 
it cost. 

The Iowa people have spent on these buildings 
$20,000. Of this sum it is said that less than $1,000, 
all told, has come from outside of the state. They 
may be said to have a property worth $13,000. 

With the aid of mechanics, I made an estimate of 
the sums needed to put the building in condition to re- 
sist the weather properly; though this estimate was 
made in haste:

This sum, $1,578, should be raised at once. 

The estimate of a mechanic, whom I asked to give 
me the probable cost of finishing the first floor of the 
new building (not furnishing it) for a residence for 
the principal and quarters for the school, is $1,200. 
It will thus be seen that, in order to start the school 
again properly, it will be necessary to raise $2,778, be- 
sides partially furnishing the school-rooms. The fur- 
niture that was in use is only partially in good condi- 
tion. 

Of these estimates of expenses, none seems to me to 
be too large, unless it be the cost of the windows. 

Practically, we may estimate $3,000 as needed for 
the school. 

In the days when the school was carried on, the at- 
tendance of students varied from 40 to over 100. All 
persons with whomI conversed were unanimous in 
the opinion that the attendance would be good when 
the school should again be opened. The location is 
excellent in all regards. 

The success of the school is of the highest im- 
portance to our cause in the State of Lowa. 

Thus, Mr. President, I have made an examination, 
according to your request, of the affairs of the Le 
Grand Christian Institute. The books were placed at 
my disposal, and for the brief time that I could spend, 
every facility was granted me to get information. I 
found, on examining the books, that much more time 
than I could spend between the two conferences would 
be needed to gst at all the facts of the business, since 
different systems had been in use at various periods, 
and in some periods the books did not seem to have 
been balanced. But I saw no sign anywhere of any 
concealment of the details of transactions. The books 
were evidently written with the desire to make the 
nature of the business plain. On hastily examining 
the bills due the institute, however, whose existence 
in thousands of dollars is disclosed by the books, I 
found that they are not to be considered as available; 
they are mostly worthless, and should be so considered 
in making any judgment of the condition of the insti- 


tute. 
I may have erred in some of the details of this re- 


port to you, because of the necessarily superficial na- 
ture of a part of my examination; but I trust that 
the general impression to be derived from this report 


is substantially correct. Our brethren in Iowa may 
have made mistakes, but their mistakes were not so 
great that they would have resulted in calamity, had 
it not been for the sentimental depression and moral 
discouragement resulting from the cyclone. The Con- 
gregationalists are rebuilding at Grinnell upon the 
track desolated by a cyclone, and our people should 
not be behind them in energy in this particular. 

Finally, Mr. President, I believe that this enter- 
prise of the Le Grand Christian Institute should be 
ushed to completion and vigorous operation; and 
that we should commend it to the sympathy and finan- 
cial assistance of the whole brotherhood.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasuineron, D. 0., September 26, 1887. 


That the bond call for fourteen millions of four and 
four and a half per cents last week was issued none too 
soon for the financial welfare of the country, is evi- 
denced by the rapid re-action and restored confidence 
in monetary circles that is in such etriking contrast 
with the panicy and uncertain feeling so generally 
prevalent in the business world, before the tension was 
relaxed by the dernier resort of the Treasury Depart- 
ment—a move that certainly was wise in its conception 
and fully worthy of practical statesmanship, especially 
when it is remembered that the trouble is directly 
traceable to that most difficult and vexatious of the 
problems of the time—the Treasury surplus, which 
like an insatiate monster continues to mercilessly 
swallow the hard earnings of the people without any 
benefit resulting to them. 

A member of the English Civil Service Commission 
is visiting the capital in a semi-official capacity—his 
purpose being to compare the two systems and ascer- 
tain whether, in his opinion, the British plan is not 
more perfect than ours—an inevitable conclusion on 
his part or anybody’s else, since the English civil serv- 
ice system is of long standing, while that of the United 
States may be considered in an experimental state, with 
much adverse popular sentiment to overcome before it 
oan be regarded as succ3asful or permanently estab- 
lished. 

The fatal illness of the Hon. E B. Washburns, ex- 
Minister to France, recalls his career in the National 
House of Representatives, where he preceded Judge 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania, as “Father of the House,” in 
which capacity he administered the oath of office to the 
now Speaker four times—three times to Schuyler Col- 
fax and once to James G. Blaine. 

I hear of an interesting political ramor, which, if 
true (and I have every reason to believe that it is), will 
tend to complicate Senatorial legislation and shock 
Senatorial dignity next winter. Senator Riddleberger, 
who believes that his Republican colleagues have pur- 
posely and persistently slighted him, announces that he 
proposes to get even and make his i: fluence felt by ty- 
ing the Senate whenever he: feels disposed—the Vir- 
ginia Senator holding the balance of power in that 
body. It is understood that Mr. Riddleberger has par- 
ticular personal grievances against Messrs. Edmunds, 
Hoar, and Shermansfor the lestures those gentlemen 
have given him in executive session. 4 

With both Houses so evenly divided between the 
great political parties, the next session of Congress 
promises to be the most exciting and interesting for a 
number of years past—a Presidential election also be- 
ing impending, as an additional incentive element of 
discord in the mutual efforts to make campaign capital. 

Your readers, both prohibi‘ion and anti-prohibition, 
may find interest and comfort in the report of the Cem- 
missioner of Internal Revenue on the taxes collected 
upon beer and whisky, comprising the returns of 
the past fiscal year with the one just previous, which 
show an increase of $2,245 .456 in beer, and a decrease 
of $3,362,944 in whisky. This indicates that beer has 
become the American national tipple, and that it is 
slowly but surely replacing whisky in the mouths of the 
people. The Commissioner having reason to suspect 
that most American brewers adulterate their bceer— 
using too large a portion of alcohol—announces that 
he will soon buy samples of each in the great cities and 
have a chemical analysis made of the same, which aoc- 
tion it is thought will cause a revolution in the present 
methods of those who are deceiving their customers 
with so-called “standard beer.” 

The main topic of local interest in the capital is the 
great public demonstration in honor of ex-Governor 
Alexander R. Shepherd, who is also known to fame as 
“Boss” Shepherd. The fawning toadies of Washing- 
ton (and their name is legion) are prostrating them- 
selves before this idol of clay, who, it is true, did make 
vast and lasting public improvements in the parks and 
streets of this city, but in doing this great work the 
“Boss” ruthlessly involved the citizens in a debt of 
many millions, under which they are still cursing and 
groaning. The “Boss” is to enjoy the rare distinction 
of being canonized before death, his admirers, some of 
whom were his co-adjators in debt-building, having

Those who have passed over the Jordan of 
death to the church triumphant are Ira Hunt, Anna 
Hunt, Hannah Hunt, David Beaver and wife, Daniel 
Neal and wife, Joseph Basey and wife, David Greeley 
and wife, Ira F. Hunt and wife, Eleanor Woolley, and 
Mary A. Fiemmon. The church has continued its 
growth with the passing years, and now numbers about 
200 members, with a church-edifice that is up with 
modern times. The idea of a semi-centennial annivers- 
ary meeting was concelyed and plans perfected by our 


good old Elder J. T. Hunt, and to whom more is due for 
the life and prosperity of the church than any one man, 
as he was the pastor for nearly half of the time in the 
half century of its history. The meetings were so con- 


ducted as to partake of days gone by, as the lining of the 


hymns and the presence of the tallow candle to light 
the church would remind one of the historic boyhood 
daysof Benjamin Franklin.

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WHAT MISSION-WORK HAS DONE FOR ITS 
FRIENDS. 
READ BY MRS. JENNIE C, ROOT, AT CRAIGVILLE, 
MASS. 


Not the least, by any means, of the blessings con- 
ferred upon the world at large, through a thousand 
mediums, by the continued workings of the teachings 
of Jesus Christ, have been those that have come un- 
expectedly, unlooked for, and, as it might seem to the 
casual observer, accidentally—if there were such a 
thing as an accidental happening possible in God’s 
arrangings. 

We of to-day look back from the large outlook of a 
world which Christianity has permeated to such a 
degree that high ideals and noble servings have been 
made possible to those who remember Jesus Christ, 
and we can imagine, partially, what the state of the 
world was when Christ entered it, and so realizing can 
form a faint conception of what it would mean to us of 
to-day to have him, his teaching, and all his influence 
upon us and our lives removed from us, blotted out, 
cease to be. We «gee that empty-handed, lonely, sor- 
rowful, doomed - to - die - in - ignominy - man-of Judea, 
walking up and down those humble pathways of those 
despised towns, Nazareth, Galilee, even Jerusalem, 
himself a peasant, his associates poor, illiterate, not 
always even of respectable antecedents; we see that 
man’s words enforced by his life and forever clinched 
by his agonizing but triumphant death, and his glori- 
ous resurrection; we see that man’s words answering 
the most solemn questions of al! the truest, wisest, and 
noblest of the sons of men; and not only revealing the 
truth, in answer to these questions, but asserting truth 
to be man’s natural heritage, and an ideal life before 
that undreamed of even by the noblest of men, his 
right as well as his duty. 

As we gaze back into those far away centuries we 
comprehend partially how truth was firgt revealed to 
men, little by little, line upon line, precept upon pre- 
cept. First by Moses in the words, “This do and thou 
shalt live. Life pure and simple, the first assurance. 
Then by Christ, “I am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it more abundantly.” 
Then the recognition, after the resurrection, that 
Christ actually had brought life and immortality to 
light through the Gospel. Still, however, as we look 
back, we see only a partial recognition of the exceed- 
ing fullness and breadth of the wealth hidden in 
Christ’s gracious promises; we see still a looking for- 
ward to another state of existence as the scene of the 
fulfillment of his promises; still an inability to grasp 
the idea that “now are we the sons of God, and if sonia, 
then heirs of God and joint-heirs with Jesus Christ.” 
Still we see an inability to grasp the truth that if we 
sow with Jesus Christ we reap with Jesus Christ; that 
if we enter into his fellowship in serving others we do, 
inevitably, enter into a corresponding fellowship with 
him in the reflex action upon ourselves, of that Christ- 
like fellowship in serving. Christ’s first recognition 
among the sons of men was among his friends as a 
Leader and Teacher and Savior, and yet as one who led 
not seldom, to the loss of all things, even of life itself. 
He offered to his every disciple a cross, and it was for 
awhile taken only as a symbol of pain and loss and 
death. By his enemies he was long regarded as at best 
a wild enthusiast, at worst as a gross deceiver, and 
worthy of hatred and contempt. 

But by the world at large, of thoughtful, educated 
men, even outside the so-called “Church,” how is he 
regarded to-day? As the one great thinker and philo- 
sophic teacher, who gave the one infallible remedy for 
all the wrongs of earth in the golden rule, and the one 
infallible line for finding truth—‘“Ift any man will do 
the will of my Father [having already announced the 
will of his Father in the two commandments] he shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall make him free.” 
To-day only one criticism is ever made of those teach- 
inge—that they are above men’s level; exactly Christ’s 
own claim, only when he gave them, with the com- 
mand as he gave them, came the offer of help to lift 
the earnest secker to their level, and make them not 
only possible but real. This is the change seen to-day 
in the world’s attitude toward Ohrist. We can vivify 
the change if we will think for s moment of the 
Roman emperors’ attitude toward Christianity—their 
desire to extirpate it—the delight they would have felt 
after it grew powerful enough for them to hate it, if 


they could have destroyed every living Christian and 
every trace of the doctrines of Christ, and then con- 
trast their feelings with those that would sweep over 
the world of to-day if the thinkers, leaders, and rulers 
among men were to be assured beyond a question that 
to-morrow morning’s sun would shine upon a world 
from which every trace of Christ’s influence should 
have disappeared. 

If such a change were possible how much would be 
left of what the statesman, the scientist, the philan- 
thropist, the scholar of to-day values most? Looking 
at it in this sharp, clear, business way, it is easy to see 
what Christianity has done for the world at large—the 
world, we mean, in distinction from the Church. The 
world at large has gained immensely from Christ’s 
reign among men; even it has had life more abund- 
antly because he lived and taught in it thirty-three 
years. And if thie is true, as we know it is, is there 
not a deeper truth, slowly but surely coming into 
clearer and higher prominence—that the oross, which 
does so most truly represent first, self-denial, self-sur- 
render, even the dying in pain, to the things of the 
present; means also far more than that—means not 
only a lifting from the earth upon it, but also lifting 
heavenwerd; means not only the denying and laying 
aside of our own weak and imperfect and selfish and 
mortal self, but the receiving in its place of Christ’s 
strong, and divine, and unselfish, and immortal life? 
And so te every individual soul who enters into fel- 
lowship with Christ by the way of the cross, means the 
uplifting, the full development, the transfiguration of 
the entire nature—no matter how weak, how sinful, or 
how narrow—in God’s own time, by God’s own way, 
into the very utmost possible to that nature, when 
joined to Christ’a and made part of his nature by that 
union, so strange, so incomprehensible, and yet so 
surely our inheritance by his own promise if once en- 
grafted into the vine in his way. 

No century has done so much as this, into whose 
closing glories we are entering, to reveal the full mean- 
ing of Christ’s commands as promises, and of Christ's 
services as gain—gain even here upon the earth and 
from its very first acceptance; and no branch of his 
service has afforded such emphatic witness to the 
truth that those who work for God, either directly or 
indirectly, do gather wages for eternal life—as the 
missionary branch of that service—that work that is 
the wildest dream of the modern religious enthusiast, 
as seen from the selfish man’s side, or that grandest 
result of the practical Christian man’s work, as seen 
afterwards by those who lay mortal hands in God’s, 
and, planting their feet upon a seeming void, find the 
everlasting rock of God’s promise beneath them, and 
go on to find the lever to lift the world Godward, 
placed in their puny, blundering hands, and beyond 
that, something they had not dreamed of nor hoped 
for. The subject we are to consider in this half hour 
is the personal gain from missions by its friends. 

What missions have done for the heathen in the last 
seventy-five years no one can compute, nor can they 
compute what Christianity has done for the world now 
called Christian. But for Christ we should all be 
heathen, and all that he has done for us he can do for 
the most degraded heathen. Christ can save to the 
uttermost, and raise to the highest any and every soul 
as it passes on under God’s guidance. All Christianity 
asks is to be applied, and then this world is heaven. 
There is no question that this is a truth—not my Chris- 
tianity, perhaps, not even yours, possibly, but Jesus 
Christ's. Pass that, grant or deny it, the granting or 
the denying does not affect the facts. Now consider 
for a brief time what serving others who had not 
known of him, by leading them to Christ, has done in 
the last eighty years for the Christians of our own land. 
In 1807 there was not a foreign missionary society in 
the United States. It was less than thirty years after 
the closing of the war for independence, and the land 
in its length and breadth was just emerging from the 
heavy cloud of infidelity that shadowed so many of its 
best minds after the war, greatly as the result of a 
little wider acquaintance with the superficial and dan- 
gerous so-called philosophy of our French allies. For 
a short period it looked almost as if America, striking 
hands with French allies politically, was, under their 
intellectual guidance, about to cast away her noblest 
English inheritance of faith in God and a pure Chris- 
tianity and all that these have made the English speak- 
ing race, and to take, in their stead, French atheism 
and all that that has made poor France, But sud- 


denly, right in the hope of America—her colleges— 
planted no doubt by godly teaching in scattered homes 
and watered by the prevailing prayers of consistent 
parents and teachers, a revival of religion began that 
has probably changed the face of American history, 
for it stamped America as a deeply Christian and not 
atheistic land. 

‘Just here the Christian thinker sees developing a 
new illustration of the way in which God prepares his 
means for the ends he intends to serve. A new work 
was opening out before the Church, and America, made 
free and Christian, We being led, poor and blindfolded 
although she was, to take her first great step forward 
toward her destiny as the enlightener and guardian and 
benefactress of the nations. 

Scattered here and there in different colleges were 
various young men who felt strange and irrosistible 
drawings to preach Christ in lands where he was not 
known. Nor can we doubt that in many hearts that 
never gave a sign seen outside their own circles, prayer 
for the heathen was beginning to be inspired by the “One 
who, while we know not what to ask for as we ought, 
makes intercession for us with groanings which can not 
be uttered.” No great movement ever starts in one 
soul alone, nor in one locality only, and so at once J ud- 
son, Newell, and Nott, responding to their desires of 
love for and conviction of duty toward the heathen, 
found almost to their surprise, a large constituency of 
Christian sympathizers and supporters behind them, 
and the Christian Church in all its families—alias de- 
nominations—found a strange unanimity in its re- 
sponse to the call to carry the Gospel to the heathen. 
We do not need to trace that work in detail. We will 
only say that in seventy-five years it grew from three 
men and $999 of expenditure per year and one organ- 
ization to $10,000,000 a year of glad expenditure, to 
eighty organizations, to more than 6,000 missionaries 
and assistants, with nearly 30,000 native helpers, to 
churches containing 752,152 Christian communicants 
with nearly 3,000,000 attendants, with all the addenda 
of schools, of printing presses, of books, and of Chris- 
tian civilization, while to-day whole nations as powerful 
as Japan stand ready to embrace Christianity if Chris- 
tians only justify them in so doing by their consistently 
holy living. 

But the thought for our present consideration is not 
the work of foreign missions in the abstract, but rather 
the retroactive results of foreign missions; what giving 
to others and serving others has done for the Church 
at large, and of especial interest to us as members of a 
Woman’s Board of l'oreign Missions; what missionary 
work has done for women in Christian lands. 

Of course, in the highest sense, there are neither 
Greek nor Jew, bond nor free, male nor female, recog- 
nized by God in the great community of saints; but 
the soul that doeth the will of the Father the most 
truly stands nearest him and attains the highest na- 
ture and the divinest joy, and yet the teachings of ex- 
perience do most solemnly demonstrate the truth of 
God’s promises, and so, either as individuals, as de- 
nominations, as races, or as sexes, bring their tithes 
into God’s store-house, they do each and all prove that 
God “opens the windows of heaven and pours them 
out a blessing,” to use the exact words of Malachi’s 
wonderful inspiration.

CHILDHOOD REVIVED. 


I spent the second week in August among the places 
of early memory. Monday, with my daughter and her 
children, visited the old familiar beach at Hampton, N. 
H. Old ocean looked as in my early life. Tho sur- 
roundings were changed, and ita shore was lined with 
improvements. The memory of boyhood, of course, 
was awakened, as for several hours we gazed upon the 
sea-blue waves as they rolled in upon theshore. It 
was “abounding like the waves of the sea.” A few 
hours were sufficient to move the panorama of the 
return of past visits, and the old associations that 
long since had passed away. We returned over the 
old road that existed sixty years ago, and when a 
boy I rode over the same way with the dizzy sea- 
sickness of our first visit to Hampton Beach that 
filled our little mind with its big wonders. 

Tuesday, at the old homestead, spent the day in the 
meadows, pastures, fields, and around the brooks of 
our childhood, where I had not been for more than 
thirty years. With a little boy, a second cousin, with 
fishing tackle we went to our early hook resorts to 
catch the little fish that our mother and friends pre- 
pared for our sweet repast. The little cousin caught 
the first. Ithen caught the little shiner that was built 
just as they were sixty-five yearaago. Our little trout 
brook was next in order. I caught a six-inch trout, 
but the line caught among the over-hanging branches, 
and before I could take him in he dropped back again, 
but not till I had taken his dimensions and looked over 
his beauty spots, but for all the world there was no 
change, he was the same looking trout of other days. 
Childlike, I went along the banks of the trout brook, 
but could not handle my feet and hop over the turns 
asin other years; there seemed to be weights on my 
toes, and I could not hop the fences. Oh, it is the in- 
evitable! Twice the child, but not the nimbleness of 
the boy. 

In my rambles I came to the same old stone bridge 
where had I caught many a little fish. Across this 
bridge, with our dear Bro. Watson’s mother and our 
sainted grandmother, sixty-seven years ago, we went 
a-brooming for the hemlock, when they made their 
own brooms and swept their clean sanded floors, minus 
the carpet. I was seven and Eliza seventeen; grand- 
mother was our delight, and a most wonderful woman 
in ourestimation. The crooks and turns of the brooks 
and hillocks of the fields and pastures the same, but 
the trees and bushes had multiplied beyond number. 
We returned and planned for another day’s fishing at 
what we used to call “Exeter River,” the “old or- 
chard,” “ax bow,” and the great “little-one eddies.” 

This day was spent with increased memory of child- 
hood. I enjoyed the ramble wonderfully. But where 
are the friends of those years? All have crossed the 
Jordan. Sixty years, and grandpa, grandma, mother, 
aunts, and uncles—not one remains in the visible. 
Cousins, first and second, occupy the home, while fields 
and pastures of my grandfather's possessions are fenced 
off and parceled out to his descendants. O shades of the 
past! Such is human life. Where now are those busy 
ones who had the cares of other days? Echo says 
where? We shared the abundant hospitality of the 
cousins of these homes. The night was one of sweet 
repose after this day’s ramble—the last visit of our 
sunset over these spots of many memories. 

Wednesday, another beautiful day, well stocked with 
the eatables and fishing utensils, we took daughter, her 


children, and cousins of the second class, and left for 
our old fishing grounds. We entered where we used 
to go, but soon were stopped—lost our old way—trees 
and bushes had taken it away. We left our convey- 
ance and traveled through the entanglement, and after 
some hours came to the old “ax-bow.” Here we cast 
in our lines and soon came the bites, but they would 
not hold on. We looked -around for the old orchard, 
eddies, etc., but the bushes on the banks had changed 
all the places as they once were.

Wednesday morning bid 
Cousin J. Dean Prescott and his kind family, whose 
hospitality had been richly epjoyed, good-by—left the 
homestead of our childhood for our return, satiefied

A CALL FOR LABORERS IN THE VINEYARD. 
There were never s0 many open doors to earnest 
Christian endeavor as at the present time. “The fields 
are all white to the harvest” in every department of 
moral and spiritual effort, and with the multiplied fa- 
cilities and advantages of the present age much more 
may be realized from the same investment of money 
and effort than ever before in the history of the world. 
Over against these statements of fact we are confronted 
by a condition of things which should mantle the cheek 
of every Christian with shame, and send us upon our 
knees before God in deep humiliation and contrition. 

There is scarcely a religious organization under the 
influence of Gospel truth which does not confess 
through the press and by the pulpit that worldliness in 
the Church, indifference in the followers of Jesus 
Christ, and depleted treasuries paralyze the spirit- 
ual strength of the Church, discouraging even the 
faithful few who with saddened hearts are still endeavy- 
oring to lead a forlorn hope. But why is this? Is the 
arm of the Lord shortened that he can not save? or his 
ear heavy that he can not hear? Has God torgotten to 
be gracious? or has the Gospel lost ite power? No; 
by the testimony of God’s Word, and the experience 
of a faithful few, no! God changeth not, and his 
truth endureth forever. The answer of the prophet is 
still the truthful solution of the same painful problem: 
“Your iniquities have separated between you and your 
God, and your sins have hid his face from you, that he 
will not hear.” 

More or less this is a truthful presentation of the 
condition of every religious body of believers in Chris- 
tendom. Sin in the Church and by those who profess 
to love and serve God, has separated between the ever- 
living Jehovah and these his careless, willful children 
of earth. Sin, like a thick cloud, hides the face of 
God from the inconsistent professor, so that (mark the 
phrase) “God will not hear.” 

The last formal act before war is declared between 
nations is the withdrawal of the foreign ambassador, 
and a cessation of all friendly inter-communication. 
We have reason to fear that this fairly represents the 
spiritual condition of many professors and churches. 
The witnessing Spirit—the resident representative of 
the spiritual empire—has been withdrawn because of 
sin, and all communication with heaven broken off be- 
cause of wicked indifference. 

One of two things will quickly follow in the exper- 
ience of every one in such a condition: either a pro- 
nounced and awful alienation between the ever-living 
God and the sinful and dependent mortal, or immedi- 


ate overtures upon the part of the sinful one, which in- 
volve deep contrition with reformation and a complete 
reconsecration of the life to the service of truth and God, 
Men and brethren, which shall it be? Can we, as in- 
dividuals or churches, afford to “live at this poor dying 
rate?” Shall our souls “be numbered with transgress- 
ora?” Shall it be that the many interests and enter- 
prises of the Church fail bécause of our unchristian 
selfishness? Shall the pathetic cry, ‘Come over and 
help us,” continue to be in vain? 

O ye children of the living God, we plead with you 
for your own and for the sake of the perishing millions 
around you, let us gather around the altar of our God; 
let us make confession of our unworthiness and sins; 
let us reconsecrate ourselves to the Lord our God, 

‘* And promise in this sacred hour, 
For God to live and die.” 

Then with ourselves, our money, our influence, our 
all upon the altar of consecration, we may unite heart- 
ily in every good word and work, and see the cause of 
the blessed Redeemer go gloriously forward to an as- 
sured and complete victory. 

Who of all who may read this word of warning and 
exhortation will unite in this holy compact? May the 
Holy Spirit enable every one to respond with dominat- 
ing purpose, “Here am I, O Lord; forgive, accept, and 
use me ever for the saving of men and thine own 
glory. Amen.”

REPLY. 


Elder W. L. Hayden, of- Johnstown, Pennsylvania, 
is a Disciple minister, and as such is a gentleman of 
considerable ability. We first met Bro. Hayden at the 
recent session of the Southern Pennsylvania Christian 
Conference, where, so far as we know, he had come self- 
inspired in the interest of union between the Chris- 
tians and Disciples. 

We were informed that as an advocate of such a 
union Bro. Hayden visited within the bounds of the 
aforesaid conference once before. During the session 
of the conference he was appointed on the committee 
to report on Christian union, which he did by present- 
ing a paper which as usual presented terms favorable 
to the theories of the Disciple Church, but more or 
less fallacious and obnoxious to all others. In the dis- 
cussion of the report we pointed out some of its 
peculiarities, offering as an amendment the addition of 
two articles which would make the report acceptable 
to members of the Christian Church. The ‘articles 
offered in amendment were: The Bible our only and 
all-sufficient rule of faith and practice, with individual 
judgment in the interpretation of the same the guaran- 
teed privilege and duty of every one, and Christian 
character or the possession of the spirit of Jesus the 
only authorized test of Church and Christian fellow- 
ship. This is substantially the amendment, though we 
are writing from memory. To this amendment Bro. 
Hayden objected; nevertheless, the conference adopt- 
ed it unanimously. 

In the discussion of the report between Bro. Hayden 
and the editor of this paper some points were devel- 
oped, as might be reasonably expected, in view of the 
fact that one advocated the peculiar ideas of the 
Disciples and the other the theories of the Christian 
Church. With reference to the first article offered 
in the amendment, to-wit: the Bible our only and all- 
sufficient rule of faith and practice, with individual 
judgment in the interpretation of the same the guar- 
anteed privilege and duty of every one, Bro. Hayden 
affirmed that the Disciple Church believed and prac- 
ticed that principle as thoroughly and emphatically ss 
the Christians. With our knowledge of the theories 
and practice of the Disciples before us we denied the 
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assertion. We asserted then and are as fully convinced 
now that by common consent and practice there is in 
the Disciple Church an unwritten creed and unvarying 
method, to which the judgment and interpretation of 
every candidate must conform or be rejected from their 
church doors. 

This ugly and unquestionable fact invalidates and 
utterly falsifies the statement that they (the Disciples) 
as thoroughly and emphatically believe and practice 
the principles referred to as the Christian Church. It 
is true they make the claim in their church papers and 
boastfully announce it from the pulpit, but let any 
honest investigator, as a Christian believer, take them 
at their word and study the Soriptures with the right 
of individual judgment in its interpretation, and arrive 
at any conclusion not in harmony with their unwritten 
creed, and try to unite with their organization, and at 
once and for all time he will learn their estimate of 
Christian liberty, and the high regard the Disciple 
Church entertains for anybody's individual judgment 
or interpretation which does not harmonize with that 
unwritten creed. 

The other point of difference between us and Elder 
Hayden was with reference to the authorized test of 
admission into the Church. We affirmed that Chris- 
tian character or the manifest possession of the spirit of 
Jeaus Christ was the only authorized test of true dis- 
cipleship, and therefore should be of admission into 
the Church. This Elder Hayden denied, unless certain 
qualifications and other conditions were admitted as 
essential to Christian character. 

From the above line of argument it may be seen just 
about what the editor of the HERALD or GosPEL 
LIBERTY would say upon these subjects. We are in 
no way responsible for what Bro. Hayden may have 
said or written relative to this matter, and having thus 
far answered the question of our dear brother, “In- 
quirer,” we dismiss the case.

wnedis -Weareemphaticin our conviction that no church- 
member should be excused from financial aid in church- 
work. It is possible for every person to give something 
tothesupport of the Gospel, and the possible is the oblig- 
atory. If a man can and will not, he is a fit subject 
for discipline, and the hand of discipline should not be 
slow to act. We have known men who could boast of 
two farms and large riches, to plead poverty year after 
year and insist on excuse from financial church bur- 
dens. In debt for more lands, they were cheating God 
while they were accumulating more riches. We have 
known widows and children to willingly divide their 
crumbs of income to aid the Church. They did right 
—Christ had no word of condemnation for the widow 
that gave all her living. What is given to God will 
yield a harvest in reward to the sower. The late action 
of the Iowa Union Conference, therefore, in our judg- 
ment, is in the actual line of reason and Gospel testi- 
mony. Voluntary subscription from each member, with 
equable assessments for all deficiencies, is as safe and 
reasonable as God’s own law. 

+sceee There are Sunday schools ot the Christians which 
do not take the literature of our Publishing House, but 
patronize other houses in preference to our own.

I left Martinsburg August 16th, and arrived at 
Hancock same day; stayed with Bro. Whi:field till the 
18th; I crossed the river with the buggy; here I tarried 
at the depot from 8 A. M, till 3 P. M., in waiting for 
Bro. C. J. Jones, who [ had promised to meet here with 
private conveyance and convey him to the Southern 
Pennsylvania Conference. The train finally came at 
3p. M., and with pleasure I saw the manly form of 
Rev. C. J. Jones step from the train. I grasped the hand 
of this dear brother, and found him overworked and 
suffering physically. We were now twenty-four miles 
from Olearville, Pa. Bro. Jomes said, “What do you 
propose to do?” I replied, ‘‘We will travel as far as 
we can this evening, and then we can get to conference 
to-morrow some time.” ‘Well,’ said he, “that will 
do; but can’t we go through to Clearville?” I an- 
swered, “Yes; that will suit meif you can stand the 
night traveling.”

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SOUTHEASTERN OHIO ASSEMBLY OF CHRIS- 
TIANS. 


On the 9:h day of September, 1887, trustees of the 
Deer Creek, the Ohio, and the Ohio Eastern cunfer- 
ences of the Christian Church met in accordance with 
instructions received from their respective conferences 
at the Scioto Christian Church, Jackson Township, 
Franklin County, Ohio. The trustees present were: 
John Southward and J. B. Mitchell, of the Deer Creek 
Conference; Sylvester Hughes.and Robert Roland, of 
the Ohio Conference; William J. Warrener, of the 
Ohio Eastern Conference. An organization was 
effected by the election of Robert Roland, chairman, 
and Wm. J. Warrener, secretary. S. Hughes, J. B. 
Mitchell, and Wm. J. Warrener were appointed a com- 
mittee to arrange work to come before the meeting. 
The committee reported a constitution and by-laws and 
resolutions, etc., which were considered and adopted. 
Articles 1, 2,3, and 4, of the constitution are as fol- 
lows: 

ARTICLE I —NAME. 
This organization shall be known as the Southeast- 
Ohio Assembly of Christians. 
ARTICLE II.—BOUNDARIES. 


Ite territorial area is contained in the following 
boundaries, viz.: All the territory south of the 
National Road from Bridgeport, Ohio, to London, 
Ohio; thence south to the P.,C. & St. L. Railway, and 
east of the west boundaries of Madison, Fayette, 
Ross, Pike, and Scioto counties; thence following the 
meanderings of the Ohio River east and north to the 
place of beginning. 

ARTICLE III —COMPOSITION. 

The parties entitled to membership in this assembly 
shall be ordained ministers of the Gospel, and churches 
that accept,— 


1, The Holy Bible our only rule of faith and practice. 


2. Ohrist the only Head of the Church. 
3. Christian character the only test of fellowship. 


4, Individual interpretation of Scripture, the priv- 


ilege and duty of all. 


5. The union of all the followers of Christ without 


controversy. 


6. Each local church governs itself within the afore- 


said limits. 
ARTICLE IV.— OBJECT. 


Its object shall be to discuss and adopt measures for 
the promotion of the cause of Christ, to advise and 
consult on matters of interest to our common Zion, to 
exercise brotherly care and Christian discipline over 
its individual members, ministers, and churches, and to 
dispore of all matters intrusted to its care. It was re- 


solved: 


1, Thata call be issued to the churches and minis- 
ters of the Deer Creek, the Ohio, and the Ohio EHast- 
ern Christian conferences, in accordance with resolu- 
tions passed at their recent annual sessions, to meet on 
Thursday, October 27, 1887, at 2 o’clock Pp. u., at Mt. 
Zion Church, Siarr Township, Hocking County, Ohio, 
for the purpose of forming a district assembly in ac- 
cordance with the suggestions of the Ohio State Chris- 


tian Association, and the statute laws of Ohio. 


2, That when the members of said conference agree 
upon a constitution and by-laws for their government, 
they shall immediately proceed to elect officers for the 


assembly. 


3. That the secretary of this mesting shall write to 
the secretaries of the Ohio, the Deer Creek, and the 
Ohio Eastern conferences, notifying them of the time 
and place for the first meeting of the Southeastern 
Ohio Assembly of Christians, so that they may notify 
the churches and mivisters in their respective bound- 
aries, in accordance with the instructions given them 


by their respective conferences. 


4. That we nominate as trustees of the Southeast-

TEMPLE OF FUDO. 


We now ascend two sets of stone steps, one twelve, 
the next fifteen, making with the above five, thirty- 
two steps in all. At the top of the steps, on either 
side, is a small idol, in form like the two near the foot 
of the steps just desoribed, only ina more dilapidated 
condition, guarding the entrance to the temple. Falling 
back to the loft we reach the lamp which is made very 
strong, or rather its house and foundation ; the founda- 
tion is made of stone about seven feet square sloping 
into five tect square at a height of about five feet, on 
which is an iron lamp-post, etc., about six feet high; 
the lower part is about three feet in diameter, with 
fancy-worked grating around the lamp, while above the 
same iron work forms a strong roof. On the same side 
nearer the Temple of Fudo is a slab stone about six 
feet high, twenty-seven inches wide, placed on a rough 
one almost buried in the ground; these are also idols. 
Opposite to thege on the right as you come up the steps 
is an idol, shape of a man, placed on other stones; the 
lower one about five by four feet and seven inches 
thick; the next three and one-fourth feet square, nine 
inches thick; the one above two and three-fourth feet 
square, one foot thick, appearing at the top from three to 
four inches; the next stone was a flat oval shape, about 
24 by 26 inches, nine inches thick, rounded all cor- 
ners; the stone above this was cup-shaped, 20 inches 
in diameter at bottom to 27 inches at top; the idol 
itself two and one-half feet high, is in a sitting posi- 
tion with a ball in his hands, which are placed in his 
lap together. 

Some of my dear readers will begin to say, “Is not our 
brother mistaken? are all those slabs and sculpture 
pieces of work, idols? It can hardly be.”” My answer is, 
I saw while taking notes persons come and deliberately 
fall down before some of them and worship. The last- 
named idol, I saw incense burning before it, a wor- 
shiper worship before it, place money close to it and go 
away; asthere had been rain I couldsee others had been 
there also because of presents placed before it. 

Now I come to the chief temple, or Temple of Fudo. 
This Fudo is a Buddhist dignity. This temple is about 
30 feet square, roof about 40 feet, which you see ex- 
tends about five feet beyond the building on every side, 
thus making the temple look much better, besides pro- 
tecting it. The entrance to the temple is two wide 
doorsin front; facing you as you enter is the great image 
or idol sitting down, having an awful appearance—this 
is Fudo. On his right and left are eight images, four 
of them are idols and fourattendants. Thetwo onthe 
left are, first, Yama no Kami, or the god of the mount- 
ain,and is regarded as the chief god of hell; the other 
is Kwannon, goddess of mercy, to whom many petitions 
are continually offered. The two on the right are— 
Kojin, god of the kitchen, the other, Akiwa, who upto 
the present I have not been able to find out as to what 
it represents. All these are life-size except Fudo, 
which is much larger. To the right, a little in front of 
the other idols and facing the center, is another, 
though much smaller, called Fuke no Kami, or god of 
riches. 

In front of Fudo is an incense altar and two places 
for candles near the altar. Toward the door is a desk 
for books to lie upon while the priest chants the pray- 
ers; by its side, on the right, is a small drum, which is 
beaten by a boy monk about twelve years of age. 
This temple I have not as minutely described as I 
would have liked, my reason being that I only went once 
with my teacher when it was open; when closed it is 
so dark you can not see to be able to give a true idea. 
The service was going on when we went, so you see I 
could ask no questions there; and when I did of him 
and others afterwards found they knew very little more 
than myself, and am more than ever satisfied that many 
of the heathen worship they know not what. 

However, I saw enough to make you and me sad, and 
enough to stir one to do more for the heathen. When 
we entered the boy priest was beating the drum and 
chanting his prayers, while two women and a girl bowed 
in worship; presently up came another woman who 
tapped the bell, to call the attention of the god, then 
fell down devoutly putting hands together with closed 
eyes on bended knees and prayed. After praying they 
continue on their knees for some time, finally put some 
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money in a large box and then leave. During our stay in 
came an older priest who removed the candles near the 
idols lighting two more, making four, moved about his 
books, fell down on his knees, rang a small bell, then 
chanted a few prayers, tapping his small bell occasion- 
ally. While beholding this sad sight my soul was 
stirred within, and I could but think of Paul at 
Athens; even then I thought perhaps here it is only the 
women and children, but as we left a man entered. A 
morning or two later, as I was taking notes, up came 
another man with his child, tapped the bell, fell down 
and worshiped. 

Brethren, bad as it is here, it is nothing to what it 
was or is at some other places. May God graciously 
use us more and more in carrying the glorious Gospol 
of Jesus unto them and bring them into the glorious 
liberty of the children of God.
